TERRITORY. WHILE EXITING THROUGH JAMAICA WOULD NOT SEEM

ASSUMING IMMIGRANTS LANDED WITH US ENTRY DOCUMENTS. DEPART- 
MENT IS CONCERNED OVER COST OF EXITING VIA SPAIN. NOT ONLY 

IS THERE SUBSTANTIAL DIFEERENCE IN AIR FARES ($885 
HAVANA-MADRID-MIAMI AS COMPARED TO $156 HAVANA-MERIDA- 
MIAMI). EXPENSES FOR TEMPORARY LODGINGS ARE GREATER IN 
SPAIN. IT IS NOT CLEAR WHETHER THIS SITUATION EXISTS DUE TO 
GOC POLICY DECISION OR RESULTS SIMPLY FROM UNCORRECTED 
BLIP IN SYSTEM. ONE OBVIOUS REASON EOR REQUIRING EXIT
